HE antient Name of this Place 
(according to Mr Camden) is Lhyn, 
ſo named from its ſpreading Waters, 
for ſo much is implyed by that 
Britiſh Word: But Sir Henry Spet- 
man, and others, ſay, that it is falſe- 
ly called Zhyn, its true Name being 


Len, which in the'Saxon Language ſignifies a Farm, 
or Tenure in Fee; ſo Fanuben in the German Lan- 
guage is the Tenure of the Fee of a Baron, and Len 
Epiſcopi, the Biſhop's Farm; he further obſerves, that 
the Word Len hath a more limited Senſe, and fig-

nifies. Church-Lands, as Ter-Elen, in Welch is 
Terra Ecclefie. This Town was called Lin-E9i/- 


toi, Biſbops- Linn, till the time of King Henry VIII, 
as being the Poſſeſſion of the Biſhop of Norwich; . 


but that King exchanging the Monaſtery and Reve- 


nue of St. Bennet in the Holm, and other Lands for 
the Revenue of the Biſhoprick, this Town among 


— — 


the reſt came into the hands of the King, and ſo 
hath with the Poſſeſſor changed its Name into Linn- 
Regis, or King's-Linn. - 9 
This beautiful and large Town ſtandeth towards 
the Mouth of the Great-Ouſe, encompaſſed with a 
deep Trench, and Walls for the greateſt part of it, 


containing about 2360 Houſes, or Families, and di- 
vided by gr ſmall Rivers, which have about fifteen 
Bridges over them. It lies along the Eaſt ſide of the 
River, which upon high Spring- tides flows above 
twenty Feet perpendicular, and is about the Breadth 
of the Thames above Bridge, ſo extending it ſelf about 
a Mile, having on the North- end towards the Sea a 
Royal Fortreſs, commonly called St. Annes- Fort, 
With a Platform of twelve large Guns, which eaſily 
can command all Ships coming in and going out of | 
that Harbour; and towards the Land, beſides the 
Wall beforementioned, it is defended by nine regular 
Baſt ions and a Ditch, which lie almoſt 
- of a Semi-circle, and make it above half a Mile in 
the Breadth croſs the Middle thereof. 


in the Form 


The Goodneſs of its Situation affords a great Ad- 
vantage to Traffick and Commerce, having a com- 
modious large Harbour, capable of containing two 
hundred Sail of — and ſeveral nqvigable Rivers 
falling into it from Eight ſeveral Counties, by which 
means diverſe Capital Cities and Towns therein, vi. 
Peterborough, Ely, Stamford, Bedford, St. Toes, Hun- 
ing ton, St. Neots, Northampton, Cambridee, St. Ed- 
munds-Bury, Thetford, Wc. are ſerved with all Sorts 
of heavy Commodities, as Coals from Newcaſile,

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Salt from Lymington, Deals, Ficr-timber, all Sorts 


of Iron, Wines, Sc. Imported hither from beyond 
the Sea; and from theſe parts great Quantities of 
Wheat, Rye, Oats, Cole-ſeed, Barley, c. are 
brought down. theſe Rivers, whereby a great foreign 
and inland Trade is maintained, the Breed of Sea- 
men increaſed, and the Cuſtoms and Revenues of 
the Town very much advanced. 

This Town is of very conſiderable Antiquity 
(though diſallowed to be ſo by ſome) and by the 
concurrent Teſtimonies of ſeveral antient Hiſtorians 
is preſumed to have. been Maiden-Bowwer, having St. 


Margaret for its Tutelary Saint and Patrone:; which 


ſeems confirmed from this, viz. that the Corporation 
of this Town hath of antient Uſage, which they ſtill 
continue, for their publick and common Seal, the 
Effigies of St. Margaret the Virgin, ſtanding in a 
triumphant Manner, wounding a Dragon with the 
Croſs, and trampling upon him with her Feet, with 
this Circumſcription, 1

his Allurements. Olybizs a certain Pagan Governor, 
being taken with her marvellous Beauty, fell in love 
with her, and would have married her ; but not being 
able to turn her from Chriſtianity to Paganiſm, he 
commanded her Head to be ſtruck off with a 
Hatchet: From hence ſhe obtained the Honour to be 
canonized, and her Name placed in the Roman 
Kalendar among the Saints and Martyrs, and is | 


Felix the Burgundian, who firſt brought Chriſtia- 
nity into theſe Parts, is recorded to have landed firſt - 
here, as Sir Henry Spelman ſaith, and was their firſt 
Biſhop and Apoſtle. He converted the People of the 
Town, and built the Church of Babingley, which is 
near this Place towards the Sea, and was the firſt 
Chriſtian Church in theſe Parts; and he, and, the 
ſucceeding Biſhops of the Eaſt Angles, and from 
them, the Biſhops of Norwich, till the Diſſolution | 
of the Monaſteries, have always had the Lordſhip - 
and Dominion of this Town; and the Church of St.

ſeveral Hundred Pounds by a Voluntary Subſcrip-

: which time Charles Lord Viſcount Townſhend, Ba- 
ron of King's-Lynn, gave the Sum of Fifty Pounds; 
and each of the Members of Parliament for the 
id Town, viz. the Honourable Robert Walpole, 
E iq; now Sr Robert Walpole, Knt of the moſt Noble 
Order of the Garter, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sc. and Sr Charles Turner, Kt. (ſince Knight and 
Baronet) did each of them give the Sum of Twenty

The Impropriation of this Church being pur- 
chaſed by the Corporation of Lynn from the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Norwich at the General Diſſolution of 
the Monaſteries, there is now no Revenue belong- 
ing, fave only ſome few Annuities, which are ap- 
plied to the Repairs thereof, and are as follow:

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Whether the Dedication of this Chapel was in- 
tended to the Memory of that St Nicholas mention d 
Ads vi.

dred Years ſtanding, if the following Evidences may 
be allow'd of. 

It is — remarkable, chat upon the Front, on 
the Top of the Porch, (which is the only one, but 
that very neat, adjoining to that ſacred Structure) 
are placed the Figures of a Lion and an Eagle, cut 
in the Stone, and fix*'d on Pedeſtals, the two Sup- 

porters to the Arms of K. Edward the 11d ; which 

ainly ſhows that this Chapel was firſt Founded 
plainly or at leaſt-wiſe finiſh'd in ſome part of that 
King's Reign, which began An 1326, and con- 
tinued above Fifty Years. 

We find here the Sepulture and Interment of one 
William de Bittering, who was diverſe times Mayor 
of this Corporation in #bat King's Reign, —— 
with his Wife Julian, to be both in this Chapel,

The next Evidence that offers itſelf to our Ob- 
ſervation concerning the Antiquity of this Elegant 
Chapel, tho' of much later Date, is, that ſome- 
time ſince, in a Window next the North Door, I 
found there the Year of our Lord fairly depicted 
or ſtained in the Glaſs in a beautiful Character, 
but now demoliſh'd and gone; notwichſtanding 
which I took care to preſerve a Tranſcript of it, 
which I endeavour'd to imitate as near could, 
as follows: |

As to the Chapel itſelf, its Situation is at the North 
End of the Town, in a fair Cœmitery, well in- 
cloſed and walled about, which being an Appendage 
as it were to the Church of St Margaret, conſtitutes 
and makes together but one intire and large Pariſh, 
containing about 3360 Houſes or Families, which 
with allowing fix to a Family, one with another, 
amounts to 20160 Souls. ; | 

The Model of this Religious Fabrick is accounted 
one of the faireſt and largeſt in Zngland, contain · 
ing in Length within the Walls 193 Feet, and in 
Breadth 76 Feet. 

At the Weſt End of it is the Campanile, or 
Bell-Tower, of Freeſtone, 537 Feet high, on which 
is raiſed a Pyramidical Spire of an Octangular Form 
113 Feet more, in all from the Superficies of the 
Ground 170 Feet; it is cover'd partly with Lead 
from the Top downwards, and partly with Board 
to the Stone, Work ; about the middle hangs the 
Clock Bell without, very commodiouſly to be 
heard; the Vane being decay'd, was taken down, 
and a new one ſet up in the Year 1681. The Spire 
was likewiſe then amended, and painted of a Lead 
p | | | Here 
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Here are Five good Tunable Bells, but none of 
them of an antient Date: The firſt Chimes upon 
them were erected in the Year 1631, about 65 Years 
after thoſe at St Margaret's. Theſe at firſt play'd 
but one Tune ; but in the Year 1724, the Chapel- 
Wardens have caus'd the former to be diſannull'd, 
and for the more Variety of Muſick have order'd 
ſome new ones to be added to them. | 
_ The Portico, which is on the South Side towards 
the Weſt, is a very fine Piece of Stone Work in 
all the Parts and Members thereof, particularly the 
Infide of the Roof, which ſhows the admirable Skill 
and Ingenuity of the Architect. 


At the Front are ſeveral Niches, placed there for 
the Reception of Images and Saints for the People 
to adore and worſhip, as without doubt was done 


before the Reformation, and probably were taken 
down in the End of the Reign of Henry the VILith, 


or Edward: the Vith.z.on each Side of the Arch 
you may ſee an Eſcutcheon cut in the Stone Work, 


which I have repreſented in the manner they ap- 


From the Portico, all along towards the Eaſt, this 


Building is ſupported, or rather Graced, with Ten 
neat Buttreſſes, and Lofty flat Arched Windows be- 
tween them (the ſame Order and Number, with 


reſpect to Uniformity, is likewiſe obſerved on the

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& NicnoLlass Chapel, ds 
oppoſite or North Side) which make a handſome 
Range, and afford a pleaſant Proſpect. 


The whole Number of Windows, wherewith it 
is illuminated, are in all Forty eight, viz.

Notwithſtanding theſe outward Appearances, | 
when you enter into it, you may there meet with F 
ſome Graces and Curioſities, as well as of the Tombs.

interr'd in this Place, as will attract your Admi- 
ration and Attention. 


It conſiſts of three ſtrait Iſles from Eaſt to Weſt, 
divided by two Rows of - Columns, in Number 
Twenty, very neat and fine, tho“ Plain; the Arches 
not turning upon the Demi - Circle, as is practiſed 
now of late, but joined in acute Angles, after the 
Getbic Manner of Architecture, which for due Pro- 
72 portion 
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portion and Symmetry afford a very beautiful Pro- 
ſpe& to the Beholders. | 

For the more Convenience of thoſe that frequent 
this Place to hear Divine Service, here are two 
Ranges of Pews in the Middle or Body of the Cha- 
pel, beſides others on the North and South Sides, 
with two Galleries; the former of theſe ſeem to be 
of a later Erection than the latter, being finely 
embelliſhed with carved Work, as is alſo the Screen, 
which ſtands upon an Aſcent, to which are joined 
commodious Seats for the Magiſtrates of the Town, 
and other Perſons of Diſtinction. | 

It has a very decent Pulpit, and has a Cloth to 
cover it, given by the Pious Wife of Mr Moſes 


Greene, Mariner; it is embroidered on the Front 


with a Circle of Golden Leaves, and in the midſt 
of it the Year of our Lord. 


Under this ſtands a curious Braſs Eagle before 
the Clark's Deſk, bur no Inſcription on it. Here

At the Weſt End of the North Iſle (of which 
more immediately) the Arch- Deacon of Norwich 
keeps his Court for Eccleſiaſtical Affairs, Twice 
every Year, at Eaſter and Michaelmas. | 
This Chapel has been endowed with Lands and 
Tenements Time out of Mind of Nineteen Pounds 
per Annum ; but are now, as I am well inform'd 
by a late Chapel-Warden, advanced to Sixty Eight 
Pounds; the Rents and Profits whereof: are whally 
appropriated to the Repair of the ſame; but when 
and by whom this Benefaction was given we know 
not, the Chapel Books of any Antiquity (wherein 
doubtleſs they were recorded) being utterly loſt.

This Altar-Piece was the Pious Benefaction of 
| Edmund Hooke, Eſq; Alderman, 
and twice Mayor of this Cor- 
£2 poration ; at whole ſole Coſt 
and Charge it was erected a- 
bout Twenty Years after that 
at St Margaret's ; the Model 
and Deſign of both being 
drawn up by that Ingenious 
| Gen- 
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Gentleman Henry Bell, Eſq; Alderman, and twice 
Mayor alſo ; whoſe profound Skill in Architecture 
diverſe publick Buildings here in Town do evidently 
teſtify. | | 

But to give fome Account of this Altar-Piece, 
let us begin with that ſacred Emblem above ; where 
in a radiated Circle, carved and gilt, fixed -on a 
Blue Ground, are the three Capital or Initial 
Letters of Jeſus Hominum Salvator, in Letters of 
Gold; and which are ſo frequently to be met in 
moſt Chriſtian Churches both here and abroad, as 
a Symbol or Token of our Holy Religion. 

The Aſcent from the Floor or Pavement of the 
Chance to this Place is by two eaſy Steps of Free- 
ſtone, wrought with Mouldings on their Verges ; 
on the uppermoſt of which are placed Rails and 
Baliſters, which form an handſome Encloſure for 
the Miniſter to officiate at the Holy Table, whoſe 
Area is 16 Feet in Front, and is 12 Feet deep; 
it is laid with a ſort of Freeſtone, which are inter- 
ſperſed with a certain Number of Black Marble- 
Stone exactly ſuited, or of a like Dimenſion with 
the other, in this manner:

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Here our Sight is entertain'd with a fine Proſpect 
of the Frame and Contexture of a curious Piece of 
Architecture, which is divided into three Pannels 
or Compartments : . Thoſe on each Side of the 
Middlemoſt are of an oblong Figure, and contain 
the Pictures of Moſes and Aaron, neatly painted and 
gilt in lively Colours, at their full Length, in their

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According to this Inſcription, this Perſon was 
Born at Bittering, a ſmall Village in Launditch 
Hundred in this County; it being frequent at that 
Time, when Perſons were call'd by Sir-names, to 
give them. the Names of the Towns of their Na- 
tivities.

have been pur upon it as this, if the Engraver had 
not otherwiſe had ſome Good Authority, or Tra- 
ditional Afſurance for what he did; and that it 
was without all Controverſy the Royal Donation 
of that King. | 

To conclude, The Inſcription on the other Side, 
Viyat Rex Henricus Oftavus Regni ſui xx. ſeems 
to me to be only a grateful Memorial and loyal 
Wiſh for the Life of King Henry the VIIIth, in 
Conſideration of his new Modelling the Corporation, 
and Enlarging their Privileges, which were more 
and greater than any granted by his Predeceſſors 
ſince the Charter of King Fobn. 

But theſe are not the only Inſtances of this Town's 
Loyalty; for in the Beginning of the Jate Civil

HE Foundation Deed of Paradiſc-Hoſpital is 
FT dated the 19th of April, 1714. By tnden- 
ture between the Mayor and Burgeſſes of Kjng's- 
Lynn in Norfolk, and Sir Peter Seaman, Knt. and 
Jaan his Wife, Heir and Adminiſtratrix of the 
Goods and Chattels of Henry Framingham, Eſq; 
wherein the ſaid Henry gave to the ſaid Borough 
certain Edifices to the clear Yearly Value of Ten 
Pounds, intended for an Hoſpital or Alms-Houſe, 
ſituate on a certain Piece of Ground called Para- 


A- Garden. And whereas the ſaid Henry Framing- 


Bam, in his Will bearing Date the iſt of September, 
1704. directed and appointed the Sum of One 
Thouſand Pounds ſhould be paid by * Executors 
for the Endowing the ſaid Hoſpital, for the Main- 
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' tenance of Ten poor Men; One of the Ten to be 
choſen as Maſter, to read Divine Service among 
them twice every Day, and have Three Pounds a 
Year more than the reſt : The Mayor and Burgeſſes 
do hereby, with one Aſſent and Conſent, Eſtabliſh 
and Found the ſame Houſes and Buildings, with the 
Appurtenances, to be an Hoſpital for the Relief of 
Ten Aged poor Men, being Inhabitants lawfully 
ſettled in the Pariſh of St Margaret in this Bo- 
rough : And that the ſaid-Maſter, and the Nine 
poor Men placed therein, be for ever hereafter In- 
corporated by the Name of the Maſter and Bre- 
thren of the Hoſpital of.
